






Anareas Kario.ou of Kyrenia 
Cyprus was killed on the 24th 
of April 1977 while attempting 
to rescue CpI Andre Dupon of 
12 RBC, who was having trouble 
breathing at 120 feet during a 
dive off the south coast of 
Cyprus. Regrettably both indivi¬ 
duals drowned. 

Andreas’ unselfish sacrifice 
of his life was recognized in 
July of this year when his widow, 
Tassoula, was invested with the 
Star of Courage by the Canadian 
Secretary of State for External 
Affairs. 

Andreas came to know hund¬ 
reds of Canadians over the 14 
years we have served in Cyprus. 
The unveiling of the two memo¬ 
rial crosses located on the shore 
adiacent to the accident site 
will help remind Canadians of 
the supreme sacrifice made by 
a close friend. May they both 
rest in peace.
